the Western University from the list of recognised insti- 
tutions, not solely on account of the Report, but in con- 

equence of enquiries which were then made about the Uni- 
versity. 


An application has now come from the Western 
University through the dawn eaidben te Office, asking that 
the University may be replaced on the list of recognised 
institutions and supplying a considerable amount of infomm- 
ation showing the attempts which have been made to improve 
the equipment and the standard of teaching,
